Exposition  Park  Master  Plan 

CCA  members  are  invited  to  learn  about  the  new  Exposition  Park  Master  Plan  which  will  guide  land  use  at 
the  160-acre,  State-owned  park  over  the  next  20  years.  The  plan  comes  at  a  time  when  Exposition  Park 
finds  itself  in  the  midst  of  sweeping  change.  LAFC  is  midway  through  construction  on  the  Banc  of  California 
Stadium  and  construction  is  expected  to  begin  in  early  2018  for  the  Lucas  Museum  of  Narrative  Art.  Also  in 
the  works  is  USC's  proposed  $270-million  modernization  of  the  Coliseum.  Most  notably,  Exposition  Park  is 
preparing  for  the  2028  Summer  Olympics,  with  both  the  Coliseum  and  Banc  of  California  slated  to  host 
events.

Hope  on  Alvarado 

Join  us  to  hear  about  this  housing  development  that  will  employ  shipping  containers  as  its  primary  building 
material.  This  unique  design  will  allow  for  a  six-month  construction  timeline,  expected  to  commence  during 
the  first  half  of  2018.  The  four-story  structure,  located  at  166  S.  Alvarado  Street,  will  feature  84  affordable 
housing  units,  with  studio  and  one-bedroom  floor  plans  between  440  and  480  square  feet.  Parking  will  also 
be  provided  for  social  services  staff,  while  residents  will  each  have  a  bike  storage  space.

Forest  City  will  be  constructing  a  new  mixed-use  high-rise  development  in  the  South  Park  neighborhood  of 
Downtown.  The  project,  an  approximately  27-story  tower,  would  replace  a  three-story  plaster  office  building 
at  949  S.  Hope  Street,  directly  across  from  Grand  Hope  Park.  Plans  call  for  236  apartments  within  the 
building,  as  well  as  approximately  6,700  square  feet  of  ground-floor  retail  space. 

Forest  City  has  tapped  Solomon  Cordwell  Buenz  to  design  the  274-foot  tower,  which  is  highlighted  by 
podium-level  outdoor  deck  planned  at  the  back  of  the  property.  Join  us  to  learn  more  about  this  exciting  new 
development.
